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* Tlie Chairman distributed copies of papers ho had prepared 
on Time and Service Facts In Name Checking Between Agencies and a 
uestionnaire on Recording Biographic Data fo r Machi ne Retrieval » 

T?se Team gave some consideration to the former, making some comments, 
hut agreed to study the paper more carefully and come prepared at 
thf next meeting with further comment 8 on this paper. The Chairman 
reviewed the questionnaire Item by item explaining that its purpose 
was primarily directed to those already working with or planning 
for ADP equipment. For those agencies not yet so planning* it 
was meant to provide an indication of the depth to which their 
planning must go when they commence system design for ADP. The 
Chairman requested each of the members, as appropriate, to come to 
the next meeting with answers to the questionnaire, 

'I.. The Team carefully reviewed and made several changes to the 
proposed agenda for the symposium planned for 22 and 23 April 1965. 

It was agreed that the following subjects would be covered: 

A. Review of computer developments and related techniques. 

B, Name structure, formatting and sequencing 

C. Search strategies 

D , Svstem considerations as applied to biographies 

K. Conversion of biographic holdings from manual to 

machine data base. 

A final estimate of the maximum possible number of people expected 
from each agency was obtained. This is expected to be about 37 people.
